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Suggested revisions 
abolisli open meetings

Several wide-reaching proposals concerning 
campus organizafion were made last night as the 
Constitutional Revisions Committee held the first of 
a series of public hearings. 

Ainone the ideas presented was that the Students' 
Society Open Meeting as described In° the present Con* 
stitution should be abolished. 

Rather, it was suggested, the Open Meeting should 
become a forum for debate. Those subjects deemed worthy 
of such debate would then be put to vote in a referendum. 

In proposing this change, Saeed MiiTa, a past member 
of the SEC, claimed that under tlte 'present system, any 
pressure group could pack a hall in its own favor. '. 

"This is obviously undemocratic," he said. 

Robert Haack, also a former member of : the SEC, 
claimed in his written brief that there should be a re* 
allocation ' of representatives to bring the distribution 
closer to the actual campus population. In addition, he 
felt that the elections for these representatives should be 
staggered, one-half of the total being elected in March, 
the other half in November to maintain executive continu- 
ity and efficiency.; '>;;^>:-^:i'iH:- 

"An 'inner executiveV mucb IHie a Cabinet, must be 
formed to increase ^ieffidcncy," claimed Gordon Ecbcn- 
berg, past-Chairman of the SEC 
Such a 'cabinet' would consbt of 
five persons, including, to name 
two, the President and the Fi- 
nance Director. 

Echcnbcrg also discussed the 
problem of whom an SEC mem- 
ber should represent — his fa- 
culty or the campus as a whole. 

"The , SEC represents every- 
body, but nobody in particular," 
he said. In light of this philoso- 
phy, he felt that each member 
must present the views of his 
own faculty, but these views'must 
be tempered by the needs of the 
entire campus.

A member of the Royal Com- 
mission on Bicultiiralism, Dean 
Scott admitted that the present 
relationship among various 
groups in our communiiy (En- 
glish and French in particular) 
is. at present, not good.

French law was guaranteed 
in 1774 and for the next 18 
years it was the established 
practice for both English and 
French to be permitted in any 
court. It was only with the pas- 
sage o£ the Constitutional Act 
that a separation of languages 
occurred, for although both 
languages remained official in

created. Section 133,guaranteed 
the use of. the French' language 
in Canada in . that both French 
and English were to be official 
in all federal' government le- 
gislation while' in addition, all 
federal courts were given the 
right to use either language. 

"But here an imbalance oc- 
curred," added Professor Scott, 
for while in Quebec, both En- 
glish and French arc official, 
only the former may be used 
in cases brought before the 
provincial courts of the other 
nine provinces. 

Thus, because the federal 
government handles nil the le- 
gislation of the territories, both 
French and English arc offi- 
cial there in all matters. Dean 
Scott then pointed out that 
every time the federal govern- 
ment extends its power, it is 
simultaneously extending the 
use of the French language.

dian Union of Students On- 
tario Regional Conference 
at McMaster. University lost 
weekend. 

Following fast on the Onta- 
rio Speech from 'the Throne 
last Wednesday, which an- 
nounced the creation' of the 
new government University 
Department, the 13 Ontario 
universities represented deci- 
ded to involve student govern- 
ment in the area of universi- 
ty government. 

Basically, the Conference 
created a strong Regional Of- 
fice, with University of Toron- 
to Students' Administrative 
Council President Doug Ward 
as temporary President. 

After unanimously passing a 
motion expressing optimism 
over the Ontario Government's 
decision to create the new de- 
partment, the Conference pas- 
sed a iQotion outlining four 
general areas of student action 
in relation to the' Government. 

The Conference expressed . 
its hope that the Government 
would recognize the necessity 
of providing within' the new 
departfnent for the full expres- 
sion of Ontario students' view- 
pohits; 

Thc areas of chief concern 
defined by the Conference 
were : any act or regulation 
where authority is exercised 
by the Province at a universi- 
ty or technical institute over 
a student government; finan- 
cial aid to individual students 
such as scholarships, bursaries, 
and loans; financial aid to uni- 
versities; and the area of gen- 
eral academic programs. 

The Conference further de- 
clared that the student view- 
point within these areas should 
be permanently provided for 
within the provincial Govern- 
ment 



Reid Scott blames 
Quebec extremism

The voices of extremism in French Canada are caus- 
ing a pronounced anti-Quebec sentiment in English Can- 
ada, Reid Scott, MP (NDP-Toronto-Donforth) told on NOP 
Model Parliament meeting yesterday. 

Scott said tliat this feeling is "as disturbing as it is easily 
recognized" and blamed the fact that "although many people 
in Quebec hold moderate positions, only the voices of the 
extremists arc getting through to tlic rest of Canada" for it. 

As an example he cited the public controversy arising 
from the recent CJBC dispute in Parliament. Scott and other 
Toronto MP's had risen in the House to object strenuously to 
the CBC's decision to convert CJBC, a Toronto radio station, 
to the French language. =^^t^ 

Denying that he opposed a French-language radio station 
in Toronto, Scott explained that he had objected only to the 
CBC's "mismanagement and bad public relations" in taking 
this decision. He had proposed, Scott continued, a public 
hearing to demonstrate to the public that the conversion was 
"the only practical way Toronto can have a French station." 

He expressed the hope that these feelings of antagonism 
give way to mo'deration and a willingness to discuss our prob- 
lems. "I believe tliat French and English cannot stand apart. 

We 'may not succeed even to- 
gether, but I know that we will 
not succeed apart." 

Scott said that our basic prob- 
lem is "a lack of national identi- 
ty and national goals" and be- 
cause of this, "our regional prob- 
lems are magnlHed out of all 
proportions." 

He stated that "there are no 
pie-in-the-sky solutions", and 
"long-range economic planning" 
is the way to solve our problems.' 

Long-range planning, Scott 
said, is also necessary to euro 
unemployment "The govern- 
ment must commit itself to the 
eradication of unemployment 



"We have built a new struc- 
ture whereby a representative 
student voice can be heard on 
the issues which are of the 
greatest concern to the stu- 
dents of Ontario," Mary Pat 
UcMahon, U of T .

The benefits which accrue from this service 
ore many and far-reaching. Not only news 
and propaganda, but also cultural programs 
and special features are carried to every 
corner of the globe. They create a favorable 
image for Canada In lands where people 
would otherwise tend either to have mis- 
informed Ideas or be totally ignorant about 
us. Not the least significant of these areas 
Is the United States — half of the six hundred 
letters a week which the Service receives 
come from Americans, who are presumably 
learning about Canada for the first time.

Service performs a more immediate and more 
tangible function as well, in that it advertises 
Canadian goods and services, and helps to 
create new markets abroad. This aspect of 
the Service alone is enough to Justify its 
existence in terms of the money spent on it 
by the Federal Government. 

Far from abolishing it, the Government 
should look into ways of improving the 
Service, which has not now the flnahclcil or 
technical resources it needs. The two 50KW 
transmitters In Sackvillè, N.B., are sorely In- 
adequate, and do not compare with the 
facilities in countries with a small fraction of 
our wealth. (Ghana, for instance, operates 
four 1 0OKW transmitters.) 

Further, the relationship of the International 
Service to the External Affairs Department 
should be carefully examined. The Cultural 
Relations branch of this department Is re- 
sponsible for much of the cultural program- 
ming of the Service, and has fallen down so 
badly that the Glassco Commission report 
describes its efforts as "pitiful". 

Canada needs a well-run International 
Broadcasting Service. Instead of being one 
of the first victims of governmental budget- 
slashing, as has been the case in the past, 
it should be examined to determine the im- 
firovements which are necessary to make It 
first-rate, and then the money should be 
apportioned with all possible speed. Such a 
course of action Is clearly called for, and 
once the decision Is taken, we shall not 
regret it. 

as birth; it ought not be sancti- 
fied." Borduas was unquestion- 
ably right. We must, at all cost, 
reject this past composed of shab- 
bincss and look the future 
squarely In the face. But, what 
do we see ? Figures show us that 
the numbers of French-Canadians 
is diminishing continuously in 
proportion to the total population 
of Canada.

Southern Ithodesia, where the 
University College is located, con- 
tinues to be dominated by a 
racialist white minority govern, 
ment, a tragic situation which is 
unlikely to change in the very 
near future. On January 1st, 1064, 
THE TIMES (of London) report- 
ed that the principal of the Uni- 
versity, Dr. Walter Adams, "has 
had to contend with more, and 
more ugly, outbursts of racial 
feeling than before" so much so 
that the students' union "recently 
drew up a guide to behaviour" 
suggesting that words like 
"kaffir", "savage" and "settler" 
not be used on the campus. 

Northern Rhodesia, a compara- 
tively rich country, will achieve 
her full independence in 1064. 
Her leaders, of all communities, 
wish to establish as quickly as 
possible a university of Northern 
Rhodesia. Towards this end. Sir 
John Lockwood, Master of Birk- 
beck College, has prepared re- 
commendations. A university is 
badly needed and its eventual 
establishment is quite certain. 



May I suggest that the McGill 
community offer thek services 
to the government of Northern 
Rhodesia to assist in a venture 
which, is likely to be one of the 
most important contributions we 
can make to ''one of the new 
nations of Africa. This would be 
deeply appreciated by all the 
people of Northern Rhodesia. 

Presently the McGill Faculty 
and Students are observing an 
"Africa Week". Could anything 
bind us more to our /irlcan 
students and the people of Africa 
cooperatively and fraternally?, 

Canada is a rich nation. In- 
creasingly this wealth must be 
shared for the good of all. But 
Africa Is far away and Canadian 
tics with Africa are still too few 
and too weak.
